Acknowledgement of Applicant's Amendments 
The amendments given in Paper #13 have not been entered due 
to the fact that they raise new issues that would require 

further consideration and/or search. The limitations "suitable 
for use in a medical appliance which is sterilized when in use" 
in claims 18 and as measured "on a stuck or adhered portion of 
the outermost layer of said tube and innermost polypropylene 
layer of a sterilization bag" in claims 18 and 41, raise new 
issues because the claims before amending did not specify what 
the peel strength values were in reference to or that the tube 
is suitable for use in medical appliances.
